w ith the milk, m ade as follow s: I pour 
boiling w ater 011 the oatm eal, and l>oil 
it for 15 m inutes or m ore and then 
strain the gruel through cheese-cloth. 
Into each ca lf’s m ess put about as 
much gruel a s h a lf a pound w ill m ake. 
T he gruel and milk m ust be mixed 
w hile boiling to prevent it from separ 
ating.—Mrs. S. F. B eecher, 111.

T hirst 
accom panies fevers, but its causes are 
local,

operation w as a com plete success. T he 
Japanese encountered no t ’hiuose w ar­ 
ships, and

troops, 
guns, horses and m unitions in safety. 
K in C how. \\*iich is a w alled tow n, 
and w hich w as believed to be held 
by a large garrison, w a s Im m ediately 
attacked. 
T he outer d efenses w ere 
carried by the Japanese after a few 
hours lighting. 
flie C hinese 
m ade 
little further resistance and the J a p ­ 
an ese w ere soon m asters o f the place. 
In the m eantim e tin* Jap an ese fleet 
w hich had convoyed the transports, 
opened a heavy fire on T alien w an and 
K ayenko. 
T he firing scarcely ceased 
for m any hoars. 
Covered by the tire 
from the ships the land force attacked 
and captured T alienw an in a brilliant 
fashion.

H e lm M ilk P e r Cai I t m . 
I 
I have found skim milk useful not 
only for raising calves, but for fatten­ 
ing them. My experience with skim 
milk In calf fattening has been very 
satisfactory. I have continued It for 
years and on no occasion have I fed 
new milk. Never excepting on one oc­ 
casion have I been obliged to take less 
for veal than local butchers were pay­ 
ing for veal fattened in the regular 
way. This Instance was for the first 
veal I prepared for market. I use for 
one feed, 4 qts of 12 hour milk, warm­ 
ed so I can bear my hand in it. It 
must be warmed to more than the 
temperature at which it will be fed, 
as it cools rapidly. I use oatmeal gruel 
w ith the milk. made as follows: I pour 
boiling water on the oatmeal, and lioil 
it for 15 minutes or more and then 
strain the g r u e l through cheese-cloth. 
Into each calfs mess put about as 
much gruel as half a pound will make. 
The gruel and milk m ust he mixed 
while boiling to prevent it from separ 
ating.—Mrs. S. F . Beecher. 111.

sent up a sm all balloon inflated with 
hot air. but no one accom p anied it. 
T he following October one 
Rosier 
m ade an ascension at Taris, th e bal­ 
loon being inflated with hydrogen 
gas. 
T he dates of the first ascension 
across the channel 
are: 
E ngland, 
Aug. ¡¡7. 
Ireland, Jan. J9, 1785. 
Coal gas was first used for inflation 
July 1, 1821. the coronation day of 
G eorge IV of E ngland. 
T here have 
been some frightful accidents to aero­ 
nauts, but really ballooning is not 
p articularly daugerous. 
From 1783 
to 1839, fifty-six years, four hundred 
and seventy one p ersons m ade ascen­ 
sions, m any of them a great num ber 
of times, and only nine were killed or 
injured. 
But though balloon ascen­ 
sions can be easily and safely mad*» , 
no reliable m ethod of direction has 
been discovered, 
so that p ractical 
nav igation of the air does not seem 
near at hand. 
For a time, then, we 
m ust rely up on the railroads as a 
m eans of travel, and are really quite 
well off when such com p rehensiv e 
and well equip p ed system s as the 
B urlington route are at our service.

Aeronautics; 
We do not know at how early a 
date man first envied the birds their 
power of passage through the air, but 
there is no allusion in classical lore to 
any practical attempts, unless the 
story of Daedalus and Icarus has 
some foundation in fact. The first 
trial aerial transportatiqn is little 
more than a century ago, when, on 
June 5,1784, the Alontgolfier broth­ 
ers, at Annonay, near Lyons, France, 
sent up a small balloon inflated with 
bot air. bat no one accompanied it, 
The following October ono Rosier 
made an ascension at Pans, the bal­ 
loon being inflated with hydrogen 
gas. The dates of the first ascension 
across the channel are: England, 
Aug. 27. 
Ireland, Jan. I?, J785, 
Coal gas was first used for inflation 
July I, 1821, the coronation day of 
George IV of England. There have 
been some frightful accidents to aero­ 
nauts, but really ballooning is not 
particularly dangerous. 
From 1783 
to 1839, fifty-six years, four hundred 
and seventy-one persons made ascen­ 
sions, many of them a great number 
of times, and only nine were killed or 
injured. 
But though balloon ascen­ 
sions can be easily and safely made, 
no reliable method of direction has 
been discovered, so that practical 
navigation of the air does not seem 
near at hand. For a time, then, we 
must rely upon the railroads as a 
means of travel, and are really quite 
well off when such comprehensive 
and well equipped systems as the 
Burlington route are at our service.
